HE Clergy of your Kingdom have frequently made 
Complaintsto your Majeſty, againſt thoſe ofthe - 
ed Reformed Religion 5 +4 always took an exa care 


not to mention any thing in the Papers they preſent- 
ed to you , but what was both neceſſary and very clearly pro- 

ved. : | 
But they thought that this ought-to be ſeparated! from all 
the reſt 3 becauſethis of all others moſt-ſenſibly touches them, ap- 
pears to them the moſt important, and: may be proved by the moſt 

authentick Teſtimonies. | 
1 - This Complaint, Sire, regards the Faith' of the Catholick Church, 
whoſe Purity the Miniſters and Writers of the Pretended Reform- 
L ed Religion ſeck to blacken, by unſufferable- Injuries, and Ca- 

| lumnies of the deepeſt Dye. | \ 
They know it cannot be attacqued with ſolid Reaſons 3 they _ 
have by Experience found, that the Arguments they bringto prove 
their new-invented Doftrine, make flight Impreffions in the Peoples 
Minds. They daily ſee, that when they faithfully refent' the 
- Sentiments of the Catholick Church, they can neither juſtify their 
« ſeparation, nor excuſe the Extravagancies of their firſt Reformers; 
"Finding it therefore impoſſible, by this means, to maintain their 
Ground, they have recourſe to an unjuſt, and pernicious Artifice : 
_ they impute to the Catholick Church an infinite number of groſs 
+ and palpable Errors : they ſuppoſe that ſhe either diſpviſes or con- 
; >> dens the moſt eſſential verities of Religion ; and repreſenting her 
d;. ; : dorege- | 
under the hideous Idea of a Society, profeſſing an impions Do- 
| = &rine, and denying the chiefeſt Articles of Faith, no wonder that 
- the Peoples Minds under their Condud, ſhould beſo far alienated as 

Sto feel a horror, and deteſtation of her. 

' The Clergy has long time, with grich, perceived the funeſt FffeRs 
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of this their Malice, and ſtudied to find out ſome means to damn 
theCurrent. | ;0 
The laſt Aſſembly in Eighty two, upon this account, iſſued ont 
a Paſtoral Advertiſement, directed to thoſe of the pretended 
Reformation. They thought by exhorting and preſſing them to 
explicate the reaſons why they ſeparated from us, they might in- 
duce them to make a more ſerious Reflection ; and that they would 
be aſhamed to ſeetheir Breach with us, to have beengrounded on- 
ly upon Calumnics, and Suppoſitions. | 
And God bepraiſed, their endeavours werenot wholly fruſtrate; 
for of the almoſt infinite number of Hereticks, who have fince 
that time been converted, there are but very few who did not re- 
turn to the Boſom of their Mother Church, upon the force of this 
invincible Argument; that ſeeing there cannot be any lawful cauſe 
of Separation, all thoſe which the pretended Reform'd alledg 
in their behalf, can bear no weight. | 
But there is one obſtacle which did, and does, at preſent hinder 
the chief Effe&ts were hoped from it. That voice of the Biſhops 
and Paſtors of the Catholick Church, could not reach the Ears 
of the common ſort of People of that perſwaſion ; the Miniſters ei- 
ther diſlwaded them from reading this Paſtoral Advertiſement, or 
gave falſe Explications of it, as they do of the Holy-Scrip- 
tures, and Writings of the Fathers. By this means; Sire, the great- 
eſt part of your Subjects, of the Pretended Reformd Religion, ſtill 
live in Error, and the Evil will be without a Remg@dy, unleſs your 
Majeſty ſupport by your Prote&ion, and by your Authority up- 
hold what the Clergy has ſo happily begun. | 
Although our Kings, your Majeſties Predeceflors, permitted the 
Exerciſe of the Pretended Reformed Religion, upon Conditions 
only, in times of Diſturbance, and for reaſons which no longer - 
ſabſiſt ; and tho? conſidering the flourifhing State in which your 
Majeſties Wiſdom and Valour has eſtabliſhed this your Kingdom, 
the Clergy has juſt reaſon to beg a revocation of thoſe Edits which 
yn this permimiſſion 3 yet- this is not at preſent what they in- 
Upon. | | 
It N not for the revocation of any Edit, that they make this 
bumble Supplication to your Majeſty. | 
There is none, neither can there be any, that permits the pretend- 
cd Reformed to Calumniate the Cathulick Church, or to charge 
ker with falſe DoGtrines, which ſhe neither did, nor does at preſent 


teach.

That would be aſtrange and wicked Priviledge which the Mini- 
ſters themſelves would bluſh to own. | ro ES on 

Ichputations and Calumnies are Crimes which both divine and 
human Laws condemn. They are ſeverely puniſhed, when they 
only touch the reputation of Particulars 3 but much more criminal 
when they ftrike at the whole Body of the State. | 

The Pretended Reformed, how great ſoever their Blindneſs be, 
are not arrived to that heighth of Folly, as to maintain their Law- 
ful PraQiſe of thoſe Crimes, or to: complain of your Majeſty, for 
your Prohibition of them. | 

Yet this however (Sire) is the ſole Grace your Clergy here de- 
mand 3 that ſo long as it ſhall pleaſe your Majeſty to permit the - 
Pretended Reform'd to excerciſe their Religion, they may be for- 
bid to continue to uſe thoſe Injuries and Calumnies, which they 
have formerly, and do daily publiſh in their Books and Ser- 
mons. | 

Your Majeſty will ſee clearly, it is not without Grounds, your 
Clergy offer you this Complaint. 

Tho! we have abſtained from relating many of their Terms, 
which thwart the rules of Modeſty, and which St. Pay! would not 
have to benamed amongſt the Faithful 3 yet your Majeſty will be 
amaz*d to ſee to what almoſt incredible exceſles Paffion has carried 
our Reformers. 

There's not one Article of our Faith, which they do not abuſe 
by groſs Injuries, and Calumnies not to be indured. 

This Colle&ion which the Clergy has made, and takes the liber- 
ty to preſent to your Majeſty, is a full Conviction of it. 

They accuſe the Catholick Church of profeſling Errors. They 
accuſe her of not believing the Fundamental Verities of Chri- 
ſtanity 3 and lay thecharge home 3 they affect the moſt outragious, 
and injurious Language. | | 

The Clergy (Sire) complains of ſo unreaſonable a miriner of 
Proceeding, and to evidence fo great Injuſtice beſeeches your Ma- 
jcſty to compare the Doctrine, which is attributed by the Calviniſts 
to the Church of Rowe, with that which is contained in her Pro- 
feſſion of Faith, and the deciſions of the Council of T ret. 

This compariſon is the moſt natural, and the furcſt way to judg 
of the Juſtice, or Injuſtice of the Pretended Reformers accuſati- 
on: And this, Sire, 1s the only thing your Clergy with due Submiſli- 
on begs of your Majeſty,

TIrithefirſt we have tranſcribed the proper terms of the Profeſſion: 
of our Faith, and of the Decifions of the Council of Trert : and your 
Majeſty will ſee therein the true Dodrine of the Catholick Church. 

We have in the ſecond, related. the very words which the Pre- - 
tended Reform'd make uſe of, when in their Books they propoſe 
the Faith of the Roar Church : and your Majeſty will there ſee 
what kind of Dodrines they impute to us. 

And by the Paralel alone, than which nothing can be more 
ſimple and ſincere, your Majeſty will clearly ſee there's no reſem- 
blance, but on the contrary, that the difference is ſo ſenſible, and 
ſo palpable betwixt what the Rowan Church profeſles, and what is 
attributed to her by the pretended Reformers, that they are plain- 
ly convinced of Calumnies and Impoſtures. 

If the Queſtion - concerned only our own Perſons in particular, 
we would not, Sire, appear before your Majeſty with theſe com- 
plaints, that we might by your Juſtice, and your Authority obtain 
the Reparation'of thoſe injuries, which thefe Miniſters daily utter 
againſt us in their Libells; on the contrary, the —_ wonld be . 
overjoy'd to teſtify the ſincere Charity they have for them, by 
Patience, and a voluntary oblivion of all ſuch injuries : but we 
cannot negle& the Honour of the Church our Mother, which 
theſe Miniſters attaque with Calummes ; nor the- Converſion, and 
Salvation of ſo great a number of her Children, as they keep in 
crrour by their falſe pretenſions, 

We doubt not, Sire, but theſe very Conſiderations will ſenſibly 
touch your Majeſty, and that having (as you teſtify upon all oc- 
cafions) ſo much Zeal for the Salvation of your Subjects, and ſo 
great reſpe&t and veneration for the Church, you will by your 
Authority ſuppreſs an evil, and an injuſtice- which is fo contrary, 
not only to the Principles of Chriſtianity 3 but alſo to the moſt 
common Rules of Natural Equity. | | 

Upon which account (Sire.) we humbly beſecch your Majeſty, 
Firſt. To renew (by what way you-pleaſe, or by what methods 
- you think moſt convenient)the Edits and:Declarations by which it 

1s ordained, that the Pretended Reformed fhould uſe reſpect in 
ſpeaking of the Myſteries of our Religion, and. to forbid them 
hereafter in propoſing, or refuring the Articles. of our Faith, to 


make uſe of thoſe injurious terms which they have hitherto _ 
&d, 


ed, and which the Clergy has here colleaed, anit to abſtuin for 
the future, from the like expreſſions. Secondly, Secing the Do-- 
rine of the Catholick Church is clearly-propos'd mer -profeſii- 
on of Faith, and in the Deciſions of the Council of Tree?, .to for- 
bid them in like manner alſo, to impute to the Catholick Church 
any other Do&rine, or any of thoſe Errours which they have hi- 
' therto had the boldneſs to charge her with, though ſhe always de- 
teſted and condemned them, in what Authors ſoever they -were 
found, | 

By this means (Sire) you will imprint in the minds of all your 
Subjects, that inviolable xefpect which:they. ought tochave-for-oar 
Faith and Religion 3 and whilſt thoſe of the pretended Reforma- 
tion, who ſhall be converted, do voluntafily:fubmict rhemſtlves ta 
the Orders of the Church, and with comfart embrace her Doctrine, 
the Enemies of her Truth, as well as of her Glory, will-not at leaſt 
have any longer the liberty to abuſe her by their ſcandalous pro- 
ceedings. |
